UGUSTUS THOMAS this season en- 
joys the distinction of having his 
latest play presented in New York 

with international confidence in its suc- 
cess so assured that its booking for a 
London engagement under Charles 
Frohman’s management was made in ad- 
vance of its American premiere produc- 
tion. 


“The Model” is the title of this lucky 
comedy, now just one week old, on the 
stage of the Harris Theater in the me- 
tropolis. It tells the story of an artist 
who comes to that point where he must 
needs decide ween his love for a 
good and beautiful girl who has posed, 
to her own later shaming, in ‘“‘the al- 
together’ for the painting which is to 
make his fame secure, and a certain 
other young woman, very rich and well 
comnected, whose family influence can 
make him the vogue in society. Quite 
properly, for a “happy ending” play, 
‘the artist remains true to his self- 
sacrificing model, the last curtain fall- 
ing as he takes her to nis arms after 
learning that she has just lost a posi- 
tion as governess because of her Trilby 
sittings in his studio. In the mean- 
time, however, the story has brought 
to the front one Emile Bergeret, a clev- 
er French novelist and man-of-the- 
world, very much akin in essentials to 
the French dramatist in ‘“‘The Harvest 
Moon,” an egariier play by Mr. Thomas, 
and this character, played by William 
Courtleigh, stands pre-eminent in the 
spotlight, sophisticated, yet kindly, very 
worldly-wise, yet winsome and lovable. 
The play seems to have pleased its 
first-night audience and is now counted 
among the season’s early successes. 


The role of Louise, the model, was 
pleasingly played by Gail Kane. Fred- 
erick Perry is said to have been a bit 
angular and overheated as Duncan Cov- 
erly, the young artist. Alice Gale, John 
Findlay, Ffolliott Paget, Catherine Cal- 
houn and others in support are credited 
with smooth and spirited performances. 


Unless all signs fail, Louis N. Parker 
soon will take established rank as the 
dramatist-laureate of England, so to 
Speak—the one British playwright of 
this generation who successfully strikes 
the note of great English achievement 
in history, in so far as it is possible to 
visualize big historical deeds within 
the narrow stage limits of the mimic 
world. 


Last Tuesday night, at His Majesty's 
Theater, in Loéndon, under Sir Herbert 
Beerbohm Tree’s direction, Mr. Parker’s 
new play, “Drake,”’ received its pre- 
miere production and succeeded in 
arousing a London audience of the ut- 
most social and political distinction to 
a fine frenzy of patriotic fervor, the full 
details of which were published in the 
Post-Dispatch of last Wednesday. This 
new dramatic cry of British jubilation, 
based on Sir Francis Drake’s splendid 
service in establishing English su- 
premacy on the seas in Queen Eliza- 
beth’s day, fitly follows Mr. Parker's 
last season success, “Disraeli,”’ telling 
how the greatest of British Prime Min- 
isters gained and held control of the 
Suez Canal for his country and placed 
the imperial crown of Indig on Queen 
Victoria’s head. The two dramas in 
combination are of the utmost signifi- 
cance for the immediate future, tremen- 
dously stimulating English pride and 
reviving, perhaps, the indomitable En- 
glish spirit upon which depends the 
maintenance of British prestige among 
the great world Powers of today. It 
Wouldn’t surprise me in the least if 
young King George shall see fit, before 
long, to confer a title upon their writer 
—“"Rise, Sir Louis Parker!’’ and all that 
accolade sort of thing, you know. 

I had the pleasure of meeting Play- 
wright Parker in New York last fall, 
when I reviewed George Arliss’ per- 
formance of Disraeli at Wallack’s, 
where it ran all season thereafter. As 
might have been expected, I found him 
the most modest and unassuming of 
men, so very quiet and self-effacing, in- 
deed, that his was a refreshing figure 
to contemplate in comparisen with the 
ordinary run of flamboyant egotists and 
personal horn-blowers who have dra- 
matic wares to sell in the metropolis, 


‘The Ne'er-Do-Well,” a Charlies Klein 
dramatization of a Rex Beach novel of 
the same title, was produced at the 
Lyric Theater in New York last Mon- 
day night, and one metropolitan review- 
ex is cruel enough to declare that the 
play is well named, being merely a su- 
perficial drama quite frankly written 
for the entertainment of persons who 
refuse to think. 

Yet this particular critic himself vir- 
tually concedes that, from the viewpoint 
of profitable popularity, ‘‘The Ne'er-Do- 
Well" may do very well indeed, since 
it le the joint product of a novelist who 
is an adept in the gentile art of writing 
“best sellers’’ and of a dramatist simi- 
larly skilled in the employment of the 
incidents and exaggerated 
vharacter that appeal most potently to 
the multitudes. Wherefore the new play 
ir scoring a hit in despite of its review- 
ors, and, the public having handed down 
“a favorable decision, the protest of the 
critical is but as so much sounding 
brass and tinkling cymbals. Anyway, 
go far as I can judge, the first-night 
_@udience was greatly taken with the 
play's story of & handsome scapegrace 
athlete who, disowned by his multimil- 
Honaire father and all his friends, hies 
him ewes. to the Panama (‘anal 
gz obtains work as a common lab- 
© .. , arouses man dateveat a a Sesutttul 
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tor in all things worth while, including 
the rescuing of the young wife from 
shame, the last curtain falling at this 
blissful moment. 

Rather puerile, perhaps, pout Hale 
Hamilton plays the role of the, ne’er-do- 
well with a fine strenuousness, Kather- 
ine Kaelred is the friendly and im- 
periled young matron, and a company 
of some 4 other players so contrive that 
tr- action of the play is made to hold 
one’s interest from start to finish. 


Philip Bartholomae’s new farce com- 
edy, “Little Miss Brown,” which re- 
ceived its premiere production at the 
Forty-sighth Street Theater recently, 
tells a story anything but new, yet is 
said to be so clever in its handling of 
cld material as vastly to have enter- 
tained its first-night audience. Happily, 
too, with much temptation to be other- 
wise, the play is clean and wholesome. 
It concsrns a certain little Miss Brown 
who, finding that it is impossible for an 
unmarried woman to obtain a room in a 
city hotel, gives her name as Mrs. Den- 
nison and has no trouble whatever in 
being assigned to quarters. Inevitably, 
lLowever, remembering that this is a 
farce, a certain Mr. Dennison promptly 
arrives and is as promptly. assigned to 
the room occupied by little Miss Brown, 
supposed to be his waiting wife. Count- 
less complications swiftly follow, with 
ths poor ‘little spinster in a peck of 
trouble all the time and the pitying Mr. 
Dennison doing everything possible to 
help her out of her plight, which soon 
becomes farcically tragic, so to speak, 
through the unexpected arrival of Miss 
Brown’s fiance and Mr. Dennison’s uncls 
and aunt. Suddenly, however, when the 
audience’s sides are sore with laughter, 
the tangles are all straightened out by 
the simplest of happsnings and the play 
ends joyously for all concerned.

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Some important developments mart 
the advent of September in realty cir- 
cles. These include the incorporation 
of the Newport Warehouse and Term- 
inal Co., the development of new and 
large hotel plans, and the sale of the 
northeast corner of Broadway and Olive 
street to a St. Louis<New York maha 
cate, 

As was described in last Sunday's 
Post-Dispatch, 25 city blocks in North 
St. Louis, lying in the heart of the 
terminal zone, extending from Broad- 
way to Tenth street, and from Carr to 
Mound streets, have been selected by 
the Holbrook-Blackwelder Real Estate 
Trust Co. as a site for a mammoth in- 
dependent terminal system. 

The Newport Warehouse and Ter- 
minal Co. has been incorporated in con- 
nection with the project. 

The company is nominally capitalized 
at $5000, the stock being held as follows: 
Williams H. Redemeyer, president, 2 
shares; William A. Miller, vice-presi- 
dent, five shares; Edgar Littman, sec- 
retary, one share; W. F. Goessling, 
three shares; Fred J. Benner, two 
shares, and George L. Down, one share. 

Representatives of the Holbrook- 
Blackwelder company are in negotiation 
with the landlords in. this territory for 
options on their holdings, to which the 
Newport Company is to take the titles. 
The land, it is estimated, can be ob- 
tained fer about $7,000,000, or about $3800 
a front foot, the improvements, in the 
majority of cases, being in the anti- 
quated class. 

The terminal and warehouse project, 
according to authorities, will cost ap- 
proximately $30,000,000. 

The center of the terminal zone is to 
be Cass avenue, from which tracks are

W. J. Holbrook, president of the Hol- 
brook-Blackwelder Co., has returned to 
St. Louis from a six weeks’ sojourn on 
the Atlantic Coast, and will be at the 
helm of the project from this time for- 
ward. According to an officer of that 
company, there is plenty of capital in 
St. Louis for this project. 

Leo Moser, retired miltionaire hotel 
man, it is reported in realty circles, is 
toying’ with plans for a monumental 
structure. A hotel to perpetuate the 


y Moser name, and in which his two sons 


may succeed him, is projecteé by him. 

Moser controls two sites available for 
the project, the southeast corner of 
Twelfth and Chestnut streets, and that 
of the present Moser Hotel Building on 
the north side of Pine. street, between 
Eighth and Ninth streets. When he re- 
tired from the hotel business several 
years ago, Moser leased the Pine street 
building to men ‘who had been identified 
with him in the management of that 
hostelry. The lease will expire in a 
year or two, when it is believed a mod- 
ern structure will supplant the present 
four-story building, while the Twelth 
and Chestnut streets site is being held 
as an alternative location. 

A number of years ago when Moser 
purchased the site at Twelfth and 
Chestnut streets he announced that he 
intended ultimately to erect thereon a 
hotel for his two sons, then virtually in 
their infancy. No one will know which 
of the two sites this pretentious struc- 
ture is to grace until Mr. Moser has 


launched it. Moser was out of the city 
yesterday. 


Important leases were closed for quar- 
ters in the business district during the 
week, but most of them are being with- 
held until the removal plans of the les- 
sees have been perfected. The Noonan- 
Kocian Art Co. has acquired a iong 
lease on the three-story building at the 
northeast corner of Locust and Tenth 
streets. The lease was made by the © 
M. McDonald Real Estate Co. on behali 
of Katherine Badaracco and the heirt 
of Joseph Badaracco, who have commis- 
sioned Architect John D. Paulus to alter 
the premises to meet the new require- 
ments. At least $10,000 will be expended 
in its remodeling. A buffet, which has 
occupied this corner will be relegated 
to the rear of the premises, where it 
will occupy a space 28x23 feet. 

Contracts have been let by the Purina 
Millis Co. for the erection of a five-story 
factory at 810 Gratiot street. The cost 
is estimated at $36,000. This will form an 
addition to the company’s present plant, 
which has become inadequate. 

The Unit Amusement Co., of which 
Charlies Z. Trembley is president, has 
purchased a lot 225x150 feet at Easton 
an’ Aubert avenues for $16,875. The 
site, which was owned partly by the E. 
G. Robinson Lumber Co. and partly by 
A. H. Ellers, has been occupied by the 
purchaser with the Aubert Airdome. 
Construction on this site of a theater 
for motion pictures and vaudeville is 
being considered by the Unit company, 
which operates theaters in several parts 
of the city. 

the transaction was arranged by the 
sTembly-Miller Real Estate Co., of 
which Charles Z. Trembly is presi- 
dent. 

An $18,000 transaction was that of the 
sale of 16.87 acres on Watson road. The 
purchaser, Henry Moeller, ‘a gardener 
of St. Louis County, will use the tract 
as a truck garden. 

Sales of lots in Parkview are being 
recorded rapid'y. According to Elmvre 
Cave, who has been directing its sale, 
only 38 lots remnain of 272 forming the 
subdivision. Of these, 178 have been im- 
proved with houses ranging from $10,000 
ts $25.000, it being estimated that $2.590,- 
C00 has been expended for construction 
alone. 

Ruehelman Home So'ld. 

Sales of high-class homes were a not- 
able feature of the week's transfers. 
Waller R. Medart of the Medart Patent 
Pulley Co. purchased George F. Ruebel- 
tnan’s palatial house at 6309 McPher- 
gon avenue, in Parkview. The consider- 
ation was $50,000, the transaction being 
promoted by the Weisels-Gerhart com- 
pany, representing Ruebelman, who is 
ir Europe. The house its in Tudor-Gothic 
style, having massive stone trimmings. 
The lot is 170x212 feet.

Wheat values worked slightly low- | 
er in the local grain market last 


week, the principal factor in the 
Weakness being tremendous receipts 
in- the Northwest and at primary 
points generally. This massive move- 
ment from the country gave a decid- 
edly bearish tinge to the situation. 
Longs everywhere became discour- 
aged and dumped their holdings on 
all strong spots. 

Things generally favored the selling 
side, and the steam szemed for the mo- 
ment to have gone out of the bull cam- 
paign. There was very little to work on 
from a bull viewpoint, but overselling 
was noticeable, and this was reflected 
in the slight gain in prices on Wednes- 
day over the fina] figures of the pre- 
ceding day. 

The weather was mainly favorable 
though the official “ - showed show- 
ers in Canada and in the Northwestern 
edge of the spring whzat belt in this 
country. In the Southwest sunshine was 
the rule, which is just what is needed 
for ae wheat and helping alung 
the growth of corn. Sentiment was 
bearish in the extrems, and buying sup- 
— was lacking in all the leading cen- 
ers. 

The market for cash wheat here at 
the opening of the week showed a sharp 
break, ths weakness being due to sym- 
pathy with the break in. speculative 
values and the liberal arrivals. The 
demand with local factors was less ac- 
tive than heretofore, it being claimed 
that the flour demand is for the mom=2nt 
slow, both for export and domestic con- 
sumption. 

Cash wheat at other leading markets 
reflected the heavy receipts in lower 
prices, and millers everywhere showed 
a disposition to hold off, awaiting still 
further concessions. Exporters and the 
elevators were picking up any bargains, 
but millers purchased mainly for imme- 
Giate requirements. The flour demand 
shows littls change as compared with 
the preceding week. 

Cables were mainly lower, foreign 
markets being affected by the bearish 
conditions in this country, heavy ship- 
ments from Russia and improved crop 
conditions gensralliy in Europe. France 


‘reported excessive rains, which bit of 


news was reflected in a showing of 
strength in Paris on Wednesday, but 
otherwise news from abroad was help- 
ful to the bear cause. 

Support by ths Chicago manipulators, 
who were responsible for the strength 
in wheat during the preceding week, 
was almost an absent quantity. Those 
gentlemen have had their ardor dam- 
pened by continued enormous receipts, 
and indications for a record-breaking 
movement to all the leading concentrat- 
ing centers for some weeks to come. - 

Corn was very irregular throughout 
the week, devslioping ups and downs. 
Crop and weather conditions were ali 
that could be desired by the most radi- 
cal bear. The high temperatures have 
fairly forced up the plant, which in most 
sections of the belt is looking magnifi- 
cently, and prospects for a bumper 
yield grow more promising daily. 

Manipulation in Sept. corn, however, 
caused uneasiness among the shorts 
and had a tendency to curtail selling of 
the more distant months. The cash 
market also held up better than ex- 
pected, and receipts for the week were 
no more than seasonable, though the 
movement is expected to augment to 
flood tids within the next tem days or 
two weeks. 

Crop Reports Favorable. 

The Cincinnati Price Current and 
other authorities in their reports dur- 
ing the course of the week, indicated 
generally favorable conditions 
throughout the grain belt.. This was 
especially true relative to corn, which 
is apparently making excellent head- 
way. Estimates are being raised, and 
the chief question now seems one of 
storage space and cars. 

In its weekly crop outlook the 
Modern Miller Says: “Weather condi- 
tions have been favorable for fall 
plowing. Winter wheat farmers have 
taken advantage of this condition, 
and plowing on a large area has been 
finished. The wheat crop of the Pa- 
cific coast and the mountain states 
surpasses the expectations of the 

rain trade.” 

“Sacw's report for Sept. 1 makes the 
winter wheat yleld 15.4 bu, and the 
estimated crop 403,000,000 bu.

“I am convinced that the high-frequency cvrrent 
has no deleterious effect” says Superintendent 
Maxwell, “but, on the contrary, is positively bene- 
ficial, and that the experimentai tests should be. 
and in all probability will be carried out this 
fall.” 

The apparatus is called the Tesla coil. It con- 
sists of a primary made upof a few turns of coarse 
wire, differing from the coil of the X-ray machine 
largely in this coarseness of the primary. From 
the X-ray coil may be obtained from 60 to 150,000 
volts, while from the Tesla coil it is claimed that 
millions of volts may be generated. ’ 

Tesla is authority for the statement that the pu- 
pils will be in no danger, even if the current pars- 
ing through the cable should, for any reason, be- 
come too strong. The apparatus ig so designed, 
he says, that this cannot happen, but even if the 
current were increased a thousandfold, no unto- 
ward effect would result, he declares. He bases 
this belief upon personal experiments in his labo- 
ratory. 

Tests similar to ‘those proposed in New York 
have been made in Sweden. Tesla says that the 
apparatus used there was practically identical 
with the one invented by him, and installed for 
experiments several years ago in his laboratory. 

The tests were made on normal children in 
Stockholm. Two schoolrooms exactly alike save 
for the fact that the electrification wires were 
concealed in thé walls of one were selected. Fifty 
children, averaging the same as to age and physi- 
cal condition, were placed in each room for in-

struction along the ordinary lines. 

The test lasted six months. Careful observations 
were recorded from time to time to ascertain the 
effect of the high-frequency currents upon the 
pupils. 

The official report says that at the end of the 
period the children in the electrified room showed 
an increase in stature of two and a half inches, 
while in the unmagnetized room the average in- 
crease was but one and a fourth itiches. The chil- 
dren in the electrified room showed increase in 
weight and proportionate physical development in 
excess of that of the pupils in the other room, 
says the repert. 

Continuing, the report says that the children in 
the electrified room averaged 92 per cent in their 
grades, those in the other room averaging only 76 
per cent. Fifteen of the pupils exposed to the eleé- 
tric waves made 100 per cent. Nine were marked 
“perfect” in the other room. ' 

The electrified children were reported by their 
teachers as appearing generally more active, legs 
subject to fatigue, and of quicrened mental facul- 
ties, while the teachers in the other room observed 
n such change.

St. Louis Educators Are Non-Committal. 


UPT, BEN BLEWETT of the St. Louis public schools maintains a rather dubious 
attitude regarding the proposed electrification of schoolrooms.

Mrs. Savage, who has just graduated as a sur- 
geon at the age of 27, and who was the sympa- 
thetic companion of her husband during his years 
of hardship, will accompany him, and undertake 
research work in advanced surgery and medicine 
in Europe, attending the famous clinics at Berlin, 
Munich and Breslau. She is a Chicago girl, and 
met Savage first at the Palette and Chisel Club. 
They have been married four years. 

The artist was born in Covington, Ind., and his 
bent towards drawing was early recognized by 
his teachers. His parents were poor, and he was 


forced from boyhood to earn his own living. At 
the age of 16 he had saved enough money to 
spend two years in- the Corcoran Art Gallery at 
Washington, D. C. 

Then he went to Chicago to continue his art 
studies. For seven years he endured the severest 
labors. During the day he toiled at commercial 
drawing, a most uncongenial occupation, and at 
night attended art classes. At odd times he 
puinted original plectures, some of which won 
praise from critics. Recently he has recruited his 
income hy teaching night in an 
school. 

Savage is an aceomplished pianist, and has 
found time to study harmony, thorough bass and 
counterpart siphe ke sein He has often myren

Sais, but never more powerfully than when Bee- 
thoven’s most famous symphony inspired him te 
win the Prix de Rome. 

This prize is divided into three divisions, fop 
painting, architecture and sculpture, each with 
an income of $1000 a year and free tuition. The 
scholarship in architecturé was won this year by 
Kenneth E. Carpenter of Boston, and the one in 
sculpture by John Grégory of New York. The 
three victorious competitors were the guests of 
honor at a dinner given by the American Acad 
emy in New York. 

The “C-minor Symphony” is the best-known 
of Beethoven's nine symphonies, and is a more 
universal favorite than atfy other work of the 
same class. This in true not only among those 
who are mvu«icians, but also among the large 
mass of pe” who go to hear music “to pass 
away thes. .” It is the oly one of the nine 
aymphontn nt Beethoven which has become 
familiar by its technical name. The number of 
ordinary music-goers who attach as definite an 
idea to the “C-minor’” as they do to the “Eroica.” 
the “Pastoral,” or the “Choral” of Beethoven, is 
far greater than those who do so to his “B-flat,” 
“A-major” and “D-major” symphonies. It is the 
work which would naturally occur to anyone who 
was askéd to play or naine a characteristic speci- 
men of Beethoven. . 

Savage is not the {first person upon whom the 
“C-minor Symphony” has produced a tremendous 
effect. An old Napoleonic soldier, hearing it for 
the first time in Paris, was so stirred that he 


leaped to his feet shouting, “The DEmperort” 
Lesueur, a famotis music teacher of the 
school, aftér hearing, it, exclaimed: “It is us 
tonishing, wonderful! It has so excited and over- f 
come me that in trying to put on my hat 
cculd hardly find my head.” 
Malibran, the great singer, was thrown into 
cotivulsions when she heard the composition 
the first time at the Paris Conservatoire.

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GREATEST LOCOMOTIVE 


LOCOMOTIVE with 115,000 pounds tract- 

lve power breaks all previous records. A 

unit as powerful as this is astounding. 
This tractive power is provided in the four Mal- 
let locomotives which have just been built for 
the Virginian Railway, and is obtained with less 
than 50,000 pounds average weight per driving 
axle. Considered from that point of view, these 
locomotives have an added significance. 

In all parts of the country railroad officials 
are considering how to secure the power required 
tu most efficiently meet a particularly difficult 
service without exceeding the existing limitations 
on axle loads, This, says the Manufacturers’ Rec- 
ord, was exactly the problem on the Virginian 
Railway, and these locomotives were developed 
to meet it. 


They will each be able to haul 155 loaded 50-ton 
capacity freight cars at 10 miles per hour; each 
has 16 driving wheels; locomotive and tender 
weigh 752,000 pounds, and the firebox is large 
enough to hold a donkey switching locomotive. 
With these locomotives in helper service the offi- 
cials expect to increase the maximum train load 
over a 14-mile, 2.07-per-cent grade to 4230 tons. 


The crucial point on the entire line over which 
all the tonnage passes is that portion between E)- 
more and Clark’s Gap, on the Deépwater division,

a distance of about 14 miles. The last 114 miles 
of this is on a 2.07-per-cent grade, with maximum 
compensated curves at 12 degrees. For the first 
two and a half miles the grade is 6 per cent. At 
present trains are usually operated over this 
grade with one Mallet of the lightest class at the 
head and two of the heavier locomotives as help- 
ers. 

With this power the maximum train over the 
mountain is 3340 tons. This is approximately 
500 tons less than the Mallet road engine can take 
through over the remainder of the division. As 
the road is single track and the volume of traffic 
constantly increasing, it is essential to Increase 
the maximum through tonnage. 

The enormous locomotives were developed In 
order to accomplish this result without increasing 
the number of locomotives which the present max- 
imum train requires over the ruling grade. They 
will take the place of the Mallets now used as 
helpers, which will be put into road service. With 
two of the Mallets as helpers and one of the class 
having 92,000 pounds tractive power as a road en- 


gine, making a combined tractive force of 332,000 
Pounds, it is expected, as previously stated, to 
take a maximum train of 4230 tons over the 
Clark’s Gap grade. The road engine, unaided, will 
take this train through to Princeton, the ter- 
minal of the division. 

Apart from the enormous weight and power of 
the locomotive as a whole, the dimensions of some 
of the principal parts are impressive as showing 
the extent with which all limits were exceeded tn 
its design and construction. The following war-

In this pit Saucier has the fire started at 19 
o’clock the night before the barbecue, the pit 
being partly filled with cordwood. By the time 
the meat is put on there is a fine bed of live coals, 
sending up sufficient. heat to do the cooking. But 
let Monsieur Saucier tell us how the thing is 
done: 

“Butcher the meat just as any butcher does it, 
salt it down and quarter it. After trimming off 
the greater part of the fat, shove two large iron 
rods through the meat, so that it may be turned. 

“It is ready to be placed on the fire now, letting 
it baste—slowly, slowly, messieurs. Let us not 
make haste here. About every 15 or 20 minutes 
turn it over. Baste it with lard, salt and pepper. 

“The basting—it may be done with a long pole, 
for that fire is hot; tie a small rag at the pole’s 
end with which to apply the lard. Each quarter 
of the beef should be rdasted in this way for 
about six hours. The same applies to the pork. 
When done, lift off, slice and serve.” 

All night long before the day of the barbecue 
do Saucier and his assistants keep vigil around

tell you how he prepares the meats. A barbecue 
is a barbecue, to be sure, but this one is the real 
sort. 

No mincing modern ways enter into the Saucier 
method. Even as the followers of Marquette, who 
came down the Mississippi nearly two centuries 
azo and portaged across to the Missouri—hence 
the villagas name, the Sioux Indians first using 
the portage trail—even as they barbecued meats 
it: those pioneer days, so does Monsieur Saucier, 
descendant of one of the first families, and him- 
self a native, barbecue meats today. 

Saucier bas but one arm, and with that he di- 
rects energetically the cooking of the beeves and 
porkers. There is a pit 20 feet long, five feet wide 
and seven feet deep. %. 

Up to four years ago a new pit was dug each 
year, but the inhabitants finally came to the real- 
ization that their barbecue is a perpetual institu- 


the pit, trimming the fire, adding wood here and 
there, so that by early dawn, when it is time to 
put on the meat, the proper bed of coals may be 
there. 

The pit accommodates 12.sections of meat at a 
time. Bight quarters of beef and four hogs -were 
put on at early dawn, to be ready for serving at 
the first table. ; 

At.11 o’clock the “first table” guests sat down. 
They were first table guests, not by reason of 
any social superiority, but because they got there 
early or were hungrier than the others. 

There is a big sted in which three long tables, 
each accommodating 60 persons, are placed. Back 
of the shed is the kitchen where the barbecue ac- 
cessories which require heating or cooking are 
prepared, 

In charge of the kitchen is Mrs. Francis Tobias 
Eckel. She knows how, for she uas e-perintended

this work for 15 years. Her chief lieutenants are 
Mrs. Joseph Eckel and Mrs. Johanna Afens. Fifty 
others, men and women, comprise her army of as- 
sistants. 

You have heard of the old-fashio.4 f wily din- 
ner, where the table groans with good things. 
Well, these barbecue tables are of that kind. The 
serving is done in family style, country family, 
where everything is put on the table at the same 
time, and everybody helps himself. If he doesn’t 
see what he wants, he asks for it, and somebody 
up or down the table pauses’ Jong enough to shove 
it along. 

To feed the multitude requires about five hours. 
Those who get too hungry to wait for places at 
tables, appease their appetites with hunks, of 
barbecued meat taken standing. 











There is always a great demand for the meat, 
not only from old-timers to whom a barbecue is 
familiar, but from those who all their lives have 
heard of barbecues and never attended one. Some 
persons accustomed to porterhouse and beefsteaks 
en caserole, and the like, are inclined at first 
to sniff at the homely-looking roasted beef and 
pork, but when once they get the flavor of it, 
they eat like cannibals. 

Mrs. Eckels’ kitchen requirements comprise 
three large stoves—old-fashioned coo’ stoves they 
are—and three 10-gallon pots for cooking the veg- 
etables. This cooking is done in the open air. The 
chickens, pies, cakes and pickles are prepared at 
home by women members. All the rest of the food 
is prepared at the grounds. 

Every villager turns in and helps. Children see 
that the water glasses are kept filled. Rosy- 
cheeked girls wait on the tables. Old folks help 
in the kitchen. Active men take-charge of the 
various concessions. 

These concessions add greatly to the ensovment 
of the day. One of the most popular is the rou- 
lette wheel. No tin-horn gamblers need apply for 
this concession. It {s run for practicable purposes. 
The prizes are household goods. The thrifty 
housewife who tries her hand at this game of 
chance is looking for something needed in her 
home. This year one family won two coffee pots, 


a dozen plates, a dozen cups and saucers, and 
tried hard t» land a wash tub. 

There was a stand where barbecued meats were 
scld to take home, and there was a “nigger baby” 
device where those who succeeded in knocking 
the babies down took prizes. Then there was the 
dance in the pavilion on the grounds, where 
square dances were {n popular favor. 

The old-time fiddler was there, playing “The 
Arkansaw Traveler,” “Turkey in de Straw” and 
uther ancient airs, and the voice of the master of 
ceremonies who called out, “Swing your pardner!” 
and other directions was heard above the music 
and the shuffling feet. Leo’ Brass and Fred 
Smith had charge of the dance. After the day’s 
festivities there. was an all-night dance at the 
town hall. 

Portage des Sioux is one of the very oldest set- 
tlements in the Mississippi Valley. The village 
is in St. Charles County, near the junction of the

Portage des Sioux first became a French place 
when Marquette portaged over the Missouri! River § 
from the Mississippi. The oldest house tiere is 
said to have been built 130 years ago. The acs 
Page family owns and occupi s it. 

This house was built without nails. From its 
porch Speaker ‘Champ Clark makes speeches in 
his campaigns for re-election to Congress, Port- 
age being in the extreme southeastern corner of 
his district. Gov. McNair, Missouri’s first execu- 
tive, slept there on his way to the northern part 
of the State. The first Goverror of Illinois also f 
is said to have been a guest. 

Another house of historic interest at Portage is 
the log cabin in which was born Mrs. Bridget— 
Banetine (nee Saucier), the first white child born} 
along the river between St. Charles and Hannihy]. 
Saucier, the barbecuist, is descended from 
family.

Well, but there is. If the story of a well-au- 
thenticated explorer is to be believed, there is 
euch an animal, though ft is not a native of Mis- 
sourl nor ef any other white man’s country. This 
man says he has seen such a snake, helped to kill 
it, directed and assisted in skinning it, and pre- 
parted its skin for shipment to this country. 

Before skinning, he says, the serpent was exact- 
ly 56 feet long. After skinning and drying the 
hide of the monster it was 54 feet 8 inches long. 
Before removing the hide the explorer measured 
the girth of the snake. It was two feet one inch 
in diameter. — 

The serpentine mammoth is quite big enough to 
swallow a hdise, and our explorer friend declares 
that he hag evidence to show that snakes of that 
snecies do make meals of horses and other large 
animals, swallowing them whole and digesting 
them, all except the bones. 

Algot Lange is the name of the man who helped 
to ‘kill the biggest snake ever seen by a white 
‘man who managed to get back to civilization to 
tell about it. and bring {ts skin along as positive 
evidence that it existed.

A few weeks ago Lange, who had spent some 
months reclining in hospitals and eating quinine 
to recover from the effects of a terrible jungle fe- 
ver, began ta’ing interest in life again, and one 
of the first things he did was to dispute the ac- 
curacy of a statement made by Curator Ditmars 
of the New York Zoological Park. Mr. Ditmars 
had written: “Species of the genus boa inhabit- 
ing tropical America attain a maximum length 
of 12 to 14 feet.” 

Lange thereupon proceeded to quote from the 
works of several naturalistic explorers who had 
seen boas—the terrible boa constrictor of the old- 
time circus menagerie—much longer than 14 feet. 
Finally he clinched his argument by calling atten- 
tion to his own boa or anaconda, the skin of 
which he brought home from the Brazilian jungle, 
where it lived, moved and had its being. 

Other naturalists had heard of snakes of that 
breed, even longer than 56 feet, but had not seen 
them, Lange has the skin of his 56-footer to show 
for itself, and there can be no manner of doubt 
that this is the longest snakeskin and the biggest 
snake story in captivity. 

Not only do these huge serpents swallow horses, 
according to Lange, but they hypnotize men. They 
will, of course, swallow a man with ease if they 
can catch him, and they use their hypnotic pow- 


_——— 
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ers to mesmerize men into an easily swallowable 
condition, as Lange shows in his book, 

The young naturalist went alone to the headwa- 
ters of the Amazon and pierced his way into the 
heart of the vast jungle, a tangle of wood-growth 
sc dense in places that it was necessary to wear a 
lighted lamp on the top of the head in daytime 
to pick one’s way along. It was while he was stay- 
ing at a rubber-workers’ camp in the jungle that 
Lange encountered his big snake. The details 
fcllowing are adapted from his book. 

Lange and six native Indians had started at 
midnight in.a canoe for the rrbber headquarter. 
at Floersta. Nothing disturbed the tranquillity of 
the night until suddenly one of the men cried 
out, “What's this?” They stopped paddling, and 
stared ahead. Resting upon a moonlit sandbar 
close at hand was a large, dark object. ‘“Sucu- 
ruju!”. said a native. 

“The word means boa constrictor,” says Lange, 
“but it meant a lot more at this moment. An in- 
describable feeling of awe seized me. I knew now 
thac I was to face the awful master of the swamps, 
the great silent monster of the river, of which 
so much had been said, and which so few ever 
meet in its lair.” 

They ran the canoe ashore and advanced, sin- 
gle file. WHalf-hidden by dead branches, Lange 
beheld a cone-shaped mass “about seven feet in 
height.” It was a sucuruju, coiled. From the base 


came the neck and head, flat on the ground, with 
beady eyes staring at the intruders upon its mid- 
night jungle solitude. It was a round, scaly mon- 
strosity, large enough to crush them all to death 
at once. 

“I felt as if I were spellbound,” says Lange, 
“unable to move a step farther, or even to think 
or act on my own initiative.” 

The snake made no movement. It had yellow 
eyes, seeming to radiate a phosphorescent light. 
Lange says he felt no fear, nor any inclination to 
retreat. The snake was hypnotizing him, though 
he did not realize the fact at once. The men si-d 
looking at each other, and at the monster, which 
silently looked at them. They could see its huge 
coils contract and expand in breathing. 

Lange, recalling what he had heard as to the 
mesmeric powers of the anaconda, wheeled around 
su that he could not see the snake. Thus he re- 
gained his faculties. 

He reached down and took his automatic pistol 
from its holster. He faced around again and fired 
point blank at the head, letting go the entire cham- 
ber of soft-nosed bullets. Instantly the Indians 
came out of their hypnotic trance and fired their 
Winchesters, emptying the weapons into the huge 
head, now raised to a great height above the men, 
loudly hissing in agony.

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USE OF VENEERS IN UNITED 


HE use of veneers in the United States fs 
increasing rapidly, according to a bulletin 
issued by the Census Bureau. Much of 

the raw material is supplied by Missouri and 
Arkansas. There were 477,479,000 feet, log scale, 
of wood made into veneers in 1910, an increase 
of about 10 per cent over the consumption of 
the previous year. 

Formerly veneer-making was confined to a few 
hardwoods selectéd for beauty of grain and used 
as an exterior finish for high-grade cabinet work 
and furniture. With the improvement of ma- 
‘}chinery, however, and methods of drying, there 
Jhas developed a large demand for veneers cut 
| from cheap woods. 

» These are used for drawer bottoms, glass back- 
tice, filling in three-ply lumber, packing boxes,’ 
{| fruit baskets, veneer barrels, etc. On account 
fof the constantly increasing price of hardwood 
| lumber used for making cabinets, furniture fix- 
} teres, etc., built-up lumber, which is usually made 

aod! three-ply veneer, is being extensively sub- 


The principal methods of manufacture are 
rotary cutting, slicing and sawing. The first 
named is the method most extensively used, al- 
though the highest grade veneers are made by 
sewing.

HE forests of Mexico are situated chiefly 

in the mountaing at altitudes of 8000 to 

12,000 feet. In the lowlands of the tropics 

there are scattered mahogany trees and a ery 
of other hardwocd timber. 

Owing to the inaccessibility of many of the 
tracts of timber in the mountains, comparatively 
few railroads have penetrated them. The chief 
means of getting out the roughly hewed timber 
and bringing it down from the higher altitudes 
is by burros. These little beasts of. burden have 
powerful strength and endurance. They follow 
the narrowest and wnost dangerous mouatain 
trails, even when their bodies are loaded with

backs of these burros that thousands of railroad 
crossties were brought down from tne mountains, 
thus enabling the construction of the more mod- 
ern lines of transporvation.
